I do not believe that the supervision 
of the police prevents men from re- 
forming. I don’t believe that the police 
ever interfere with s man who is try- 
ing to lead an honest life. I am op 
posed to the idea of locking habitual 
criminals up for life. One reason I 
have for my opposition is that I con- 
sider it extreme and unnecessary cruel- 
ty to the criminal and then, on the 
other band, if there was a general law 
which permitted or ordered the locking 
up for life of such who were adjudged 
“professional criminals,” the liberty of 
aman would hang by a very slender 
thread and much evil might result. 

What would constitute a professional 
criminai? That question might well 
puzzle authorities. Anyhow it would 
be hard, if, after the vilest criminal was 
returning, he should be chased back to 
his evil ways by the conservators of 
public morality. The law gives a@ fair 
chance for reform now. I would not 
like to see that taken away. The re- 
formation of men who have become 
habitual criminals is almost too hope- 
less a task to view seriously. But good 
work may be done by the authorities in 
stopping the supply, and this is a mat- 
ter where a great knowledge of human 
nature is necessary to form right judg- 
ments. Judgescan not be too careful 


i 


_ in dealing with first offenders. 


Although aside from the question di- 
rectly under discussion, I want to say a 
word for the establishment of a reform- 
atory forfemales. We have nothing of 
the kind now, and it is very badly 
needed. In the Almira reformator y 
we have ap excellent institution where 
unruly or wicked boys are taught and 
trained and finally launched on the 
world with a fair chance to earn an hon- 
est living. They are saved the degrada- 
tion of a penitentiary while at the same 
time they meet with wholesome re- 
straint. Butthere is nothing of this 
kind for girls, When a young girl is 
brought up for trial the court is there: 
foreinadilemma If discouraged, the 
offender believes that her youth and 
sex have saved her and will continue to 
save her from the consequences of her 
unlawful acts, and if she is sent to the 
penitentiary, she is incarcerated with 
hardened criminals and almost all hope 
of reformation is lost.—James W. Ridg- 
way, district attorney King County, in 
Louisville Courier-Journal.

CHEAP CAR WHEELS 


Being Coustructed by the North- 
ern Mailroad of France. 


The Railroad Gazette, in an ac- 
count of the shops of the Northern 
Railroad of France, says they have a 
very economical plan of making wheels 
for cars by bending up seven pieces of 
har iron in such a shape that the cen- 
ter fits inside of a band or false felloe, 


which, in turn, is bammered into a 
groove in the tire. Felloe and bar are 
riveted together and the bars bent 
round to the center of the wheel, and 
their ends then have a mold placed 
below and above them; cast iron is 
then run in, forming the hub, which is 
afterward bored out and the cast-steel 
axle forced in by 55,000 to 66,000 
pounds hydraulic pressure. The life 
of the center of the wheel is said to be 
practically interminable under ordi- 
nary conditions, and the cheapness 1s 
such that they are now adopted almost 
entirely. owever, in some cases 
wrought bands will be seen to have 
sbrunk on the hubs of some that have 
been cracked by wreck or other cause, 
but the greatest care is taken to reject 
any with sand cracks or other defects.

Telegraphic Postal Cards. 

One of the :mprovements in the postal 
service of our largacities which might 
be considered is the adoption of the tel- 
egraphic postal card, which is such a 
great convenience in Paris. Open cards 
of this kind are delivered anywhere in 
Paris within an bour after they have 
been mailed for six cents; closed ones, 
giving as much room as an ordinary 
letter, ten cents.
